Computer software which is configured to create a printer label format based on a 
printed label tliat has been scanned. Specifically, The software provides that an existing label 
is scanned, and then the software converts the scan into a label format through optical 
character recognition (OCR). The software is configured such that text on the label is 
recognized as text, graphics arc recognized as graphics, etc, and anything on tlie label which 
is not specifically recognized by the software is characterized as being a graphic. Preferably, 
barcodes arc recognized as barcodes, and not just as graphics. Subsequently, a user is 
prompted, via a visual display, to confirm that the scanned objocte have been correctly 
characterized and the user can change any of the characterizations made by the software.
